1. Claims 1 and 5-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, specifically the Tipton reference, fails to teach, or fairly suggest either alone or in 
combination thereof, a probe head for use with a spectrometer to analyze a material, the probe 
head comprising: a reflector arranged within a shaft a longitudinal distance from the light source 
in a direction generally perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the shaft to irradiate a sample 
volume of the material proximate the probe head.
